My petition: was fauourably ac- 
cepted, I was not only pardoned mine offences: but

"TE 
Perhaps alſo he would that J ſhould be an exams 
ple vnto other men of his iuſtice and of his mercie;of 
his iuſtice, that no man pꝛeſume of his owne power 
and ſtrength, leaſt that he fal ax miſerably as J haue 
done: oft his mercie, that no man diſpay2e, bee hys 
offences neuer ſo greeuous and manie, fo2 were hee 
dꝛowned and dead in ſinne, GDDis able ta reuius 
him againe (as hee hath done me) whoſe name bee 
p2ayſed fo2 euermoꝛe. 
Let me pet if you pleaſe,adde another cauſe which 
moꝛe pꝛoperlie concerneth my ſelfe, which was mine 
owne peruerſe and co2rupt affection. Foz beeing by 
the great mercie of almightie God, ſafely bzought out 
of Sodome, and that mine eyes were opened, e that 
J did behold x ſ& the manie-defo2zmities of d Church 
of Rome pet cozrapt affection, bzought mee to gyue 
eare vnto falſe perſwaſiõ, and faiſe perſwaſion made 
me molt miſerablie with Lots wife to loke backe as 
gaine. Foz hauing bene bꝛought vp all the dayes of 
my life in Papiſtrie,and trained in the Scholes of 
the Papiſts, whereby my knowledge was greatlie 
peruerted with the groundes of their Religion , it 
could not be, but that J mult needes bee infected with 
a great contagion, and accoꝛding vnto the ſaying of 
the Poet: Quo ſemel eſt imbuta recens, ſernabit odorem Hina 
reſta din : With what liquor a new veſſell firſt-is ſea- x 
 foned, of the ſame it will haue a taſte a long time af- BE 
ter. Do, my veſſell. hauing in mine infancis euen 
to thele late pteres, bene filled with no other liquo :

ehen that I had tounke rat ofthe Church of Rome, 


I was the moze eaſily cozrupted when J did fall in⸗ 
to the companie of Papiſts againe. And not becing 
fo thankfull vnto almighty GDD fo2 tho benefite of 
bis grace as J ſhoulv,noz ſo carefull to conſerue my 
ſelfe from the danger offinne : out of one fin GD iD 
ſuffered me to fall into another, inſomuch as peccatum 
ſoꝛ þ molt part et cauſa et pena alterius peccati : one ſin 
is the cauſe and puniſhment of another: and beeing 
fallen into an extreame obſtinacie, with what furi⸗ 
ous madnes A came hether vnto the Croſſe, it is not 
bnknowne, howe here J behaued my ſelle, there 
were many eye witneſſes, from hence J was carried 
vnto Newgate, where J gloꝛied in that A had done, 
from thence vnto the Counter in Wodfret,where 
J remained twentie foure werkes cloſe pꝛyſoner in 
that obſtinacie, that no perſwaſlon oz god entreatie 
could conuert me: in ſo much as if in all that time J 
had berne called vnto my tryall, as many of my qua⸗ 
litie and condifion haue beene, J thinke verilie that 
J had ended my life as obſtinatlie as any of them.

Behold, J was during the time of mine wp2y- 
ſonment, viſited by þ hand ol God with an extreams 
ficknes, J languiſhed of the infirmitic vnto the veris 
death: foz, ſo manie as did beholde me in my greafe 
maladie, thought that I ſhoulde neuer haue eſcaped 
with life : at that time, I hadde all the conſolations 
andcomfozts that Papiſts could yeeld mee, and ſome 
that ſhal be nameles,comfozted me with the Popes 
pardons t Invulgences, ſaying : that A was a happy 


man, and that my name ſhould be memozable among

Jt pleaſcd hᷣ Lozde 
to touch me with remozſe, 3 lifted vp my ſoule vnto 
Jeſus Chꝛiſt the Sauiour of mankind : Jcried with 
the Pꝛophet Dauid, Peccaui : and behold, Tranſtulit 
Dominus peccatum meum, God hath pardoned & for- 
wen me my ſinne: andtherefoze 3 may verie well 
conclude with the Pzophet,and ſay: ef Domino fac- 
tum eſt iſtud, et eſt mirabile in oculis noſtris, Thys is the 
Lords dooing, and it i: meruailous in our eyes. 

T bus haue you hearde a hꝛefe confeſſion of my 
fault, the cauſes of my fall, and the wonderfull mers 
cy of almightie Godin rayſingme vp againe.

Foz no Counſell can be called with⸗ 
out the Popes ſommoning, and no Counſell can bee 
of autho2ity without his confirming: lo that the full 
reſolution of any doubt in doctrine dependeth vppon

O vnhappy Church that reſteth vpon ſuch a one, 
[From hence pꝛoceded all my errours in doctrine 
| whatſoeuer: foz, whilſt J grounded my fayth vppon 
the authoꝛitie of the Pope, J had ſmall regarde oz 
none at all vnto the holy Scripture, J cared not als 
though J wanted pꝛoues foꝛ my doctrine out of the 
woꝛde of G O D, it was ſufficient that A coulde ſay 
thus it is ſet downe by the Pope, thus wee muſt be⸗ 
leeue: and therefoze the Popes Diuinitie map well 
be called poſitiue, fo2 it is ſet downe after his owne 
| faſhyon. From hence, pꝛoctieded my erroꝛ of þ Palle, 
that it was a ſacrifice pꝛopitiatozie fo2 the quick and 
the dead. From hence, my erro2 of tranſubſtantiati⸗ 
an, that the Dacrament of the Lozds Supper was to 
be adminiſtred vnto the Laie people vnder one kind, 
That the publique ſeruice of the Church was to be 
celebzat in an vnknowne tongue. That there were 
flae Sacraments moze then ener Chꝛiſte did inſti⸗ 
tute. From hence, p2oc&ced:my doctrine of Purga⸗ 
toꝛie, Pardons, Pꝛaper foz the dead and ſatiſ-facti- 
tions. From hence, inuocation of Saints; wozſhip- 
pins of Images, and Pylgrimages did pzoceede, with 
many other abſurdities too long here to repeate et 
it ſuſfiſe, Jbeſeeche you , that in one woꝛde I re⸗ 
nownce the Pope and all his doctrine, who foꝛ that 
bee bath mounted ſo high with = King of Babylon,

and there J will leaue him. It followeth in ths 
P2ophet, Veruntamen ad infernum detraberis , in pro- 
laci, Notwithſtanding, thou ſhalt be drawne 
downe to hell vnto the bottome of the Lake : from 
the which god Lo2de deliuer mec and all good men. 
And thus much of my errozs that J da renounce. 
Bauing by Gods pꝛouidence empticd my velſell 
of this vnſauoꝛie liquoꝛ, may it pleaſe you in a woꝛd 
to vnderſtand. what liquoꝛ J haue reteiued in, (foz 
as the Philoſopher ſaptg: Non eſt vacum in rerum 
natura, Theliquoz therefoze that J haue receiued 
ſurely is no other, then that which J haue dꝛawne 
out of the pure Fountapne of Gods molt hol ie wo2d, 
And I belcue that all things neceſſary foꝛ mans ſal⸗ 
uation, are ſufficiently contained in Gods moſt jolie 
word, and that no man is bound to beleenc as an Ars 
ticle of hys Fapth,any other doctrine then is crp2ef- 
ſed in holy Scripture, oz by neccfſary conſequence 
map be deduced out of the ſame. And becauſe J would 
not ſeeme to be carried from hence fooꝛth wyth anye 
perticuler ſpyaite, do firmety aſſent vnto all thoſe 
Articles of Religion which haue derne let downe by 
the common conſent of the learned Clcrgie of thys 
Realme, vnto the which, foꝛ that J do find them in 
all poynts agreeable vnto Gods molt holy woꝛde, 1 
baue moſt willingly ſubſcribed, and ſhall defend them 
God wylling, againſt all the aduerſaries whomſoe⸗ 
uer. And thus much as touching my pꝛelent be⸗

that J haue had manie and vehement temptations 
to hinder me from this action of repentaunte, but the 
temptations beeing but wozldly and fleſhly, with the 
ſwo2d of Gods ſpirit Jhane cut them a ſunder vnto 
nothing, and againſt the ſhame of the woꝛzlde J haue 
learned to ſap, Melis eſt confundi in hoc ſæculo, quam 
in futuro, Better it is to be confounded in this world, 
Then in the worlde to come. And againſt pꝛyde and 
baughtines of minde, (the which temptations dyd 
much moleſt me) J haue learned fo ſap with Augu- 
ſtine, Melior eſt in mais faftis humilis confeſcio, quam in 
bonis, ſuperba gloriatio, Better it is when a man hath 
doone euil, humblie to confeſſe his fault, then proud- 
ly to vaunt of any good deed, And rather 3 had with 
the penitent Publican confeſſe mp lelfe an open ſin⸗ 
ner. then with the pꝛoude Phariſep to pzaue my lcife 
a lper. „„ 

I do therefoze in all humilitie pꝛoſtrate my lelfe 
firſt beſoꝛe the mercy ſeate of the omnipot ent Maie⸗ 
ſtie, crauing pardon and foꝛgiue nes from the bottom 
of my hart foꝛ my many ſinnes and offences. Seconds 
lp, of the Qacenes moſt erccllent Maie tie, my gra- 
tious Lady and dzead Soneraigne, whoſe great mer- 
tie and clemencie towards mee, I haue ouermuch as 
buſed. Firſt, by liuing fifteene peeres beyonde the 
Seas among her Maieſties pꝛofeſſed enemies, and 
foure yeres hauing bene of the Romaine Seminarp, 
from whence J was ſent by the Pope and the Jelus 
ites into this her Maieſties Nealme. Cyght veeres 
J haue conaerſed and raunged vppe and down with⸗ 
in her Paieſfies Dominions as a Seminary pꝛieſt, 
(except ſome ſmall time that J had bene in pꝛyſon) 
' toſowe the ſerde of ſedition of falſe doctrine, and to 
gaine as many of her Maieſties Subieus vnto the 
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Pope as J coulde. Pet 120 2 pꝛoteſt that J coulde 
neuer in my life be induced to conſent vnto any trea⸗ 
cherous pꝛactiſe againſt her Paieſties perſon, and 
that al waies if greued mee, when I did heare her 

Paieſtie miſfermed,02 vnreuerently ſpoken of at a- 
nie time. J mut confeſſe that 3 was pꝛiuie vnto a 

great part ofthe Treaſon of Ballard and Babyngtan, 

and J diſcouered my knowledge thereof vnto an ho⸗ 
nozable Counſeller of this Realme : but, after that J 
was fallen vnto the Pope againe, foꝛ the ſauing of 
his tredite and his Seminarie Pꝛieſtes, J denyed all 

againe, and therfo2e J do traue of her Paieſtꝑ par⸗ 
don and foꝛgiuenes againe and againe. 

- Thirdlie, Jaſke foꝛgiue nes of the right reuerend 

Father in God, my Loꝛd Archbiſhoppe of Canterbu / 
rie his grace,fo2 that J haue abuſed his fatherly god⸗ 
nes with deepe dyſſimulafion.. 
Fourthlie, Jmoſt humblie craue pardon and fo2- 
giuenes of Þ right honoꝛable my eſpeciall god Lo2d,, 
theLozve high Treaſurer of England, whoſe godlie 
erpectation of me. by my ſiniſter and leude dealinges- 
A haue ouermuch abuſed, and pet his hono2 alwaies 
recompenſed myne euill with god againe. 

Fiftly, A craue pardon and foꝛgiuenes of this ho⸗ 
nourable, wozſhipfull, and wozthy aſſemblie, Final- 
lie, ot all the wozld,and eſpecially of all my deere and 
louing Countreymen, and thoſe whom J haue anie 
manner of waies deceiued with anie co2rupt oz per⸗ 
nerſe doarine, pꝛaying & OD to conuert them as he 
hath conuerted me, that J with them, and they with 
me, may line together in the Kingdeme ol Yeauen. 
Molt himmbly beſeeching you, right honozable, woz- 
ſhipfull and the reſt, to open the bowels of your com, 
paſſyon ko me, and that you wold not ſo much reſpect .

what nowe by the grace of GD DJ am, and by ths 
ſame grace ſhall ſo continue. 

Ak it may pleaſe you fo vouchſafe me this my firlt 
petition, that euer J requeſted at your hands in this

It pleaſed GD D the laſt Sunday, to reiopte your 
harts at the conuerſion ot a ſinner , which toy that 
then was made, did repꝛeſent the toy in Peauen.

the daie which the Lord hath made, let vs reioyce & 
be merrie therein.
